If we look al hiatorio
precedents only, we should be inclined to be-

Frenoh and British West Indies slavery was |
abolished by the home governments against the
wishes of the colonists, and in the United |

That he
thould be one of the Police Commissioners (s
demanded alike by the reapeot which is das
to his office, avd by a regard for the will of
the people of the olly, sa expressed by them
at the polls.

Again, the Lill provides for the alsction of
the members of the Commission by Lhe psopls,
the oity being for that purpose divided into
five police distriots. This is quite as objeo-
tionable & feature as that whioch excludes the
Mayor. The great object of such a commisaion
is the removal of the Police Department from
the domain of partisan polition. Bat the bills
in ita present shape, will tend to increase,
rather than diminish, the partisan oharsoter
of the police force. When men are slected
for the sole and exolnsive parpose of dispen-
sing patronage of this character, it will rarely
occurthat persons who are fully qualified for the
position, and entirely untrammelled by party
ties, will sncceed in carrying off the prize.
Not an aspirant for the office who might re-
fuse to listen 1o the demands and dictations
of ward politicians would Lave a shadow of a
chance, as opposed to one who would be more
obsequious for the sake of the influence
which he would acqulre by virtue of his posl-
tion on the Board. Ifthe Commission be not
made up exclusively of the Mayor, the Presl-
dents of Councils, and the judges of the
courts, as we have heretofore advooated, it
should certainly be elected by the Legislature
or appointed by the Governor, sabject to con-

Cuban revolt would be fcllowed by a decree of |
emanoipation, and Captain-Generals habitually
display much etrovger faith in the loyalty of
negroes than in that of the Creolss. Blavery
has some firm supporters in Spain, bat its
most fanatical and resolute champions are to |
be found among the owners of plantations in
Cuba, and no people who are not daily sub-
jected to the insidious and hardening influ-
enosé of oomstant traflic in human flash van
willingly aooept the hideouns dootrines of pro-
slavery propagandista.

Whatever may be the political deatiny of
Cuba, she oannot long resist the tendsncy |
of the age towards the establishment of uni-
verdal freedom. The century which has wit.
neased emancipation in Mexico, South Ame-
rioa, the Dritish West Indies, Russis, and the
United States can searvely close bafore freedom |
becomes as universal as civilization. Slaveryis |
the offspring of barbarism, and it can exist |
b ereafter only in the darkest nooks of the
world, where the influence of its hidwouns
parent is still paramount, where no ray of |
jntellectual light or Christianity penetratas,
and where the elementary principles of justice
are nnknown. If Cuba remains & proviace |
the voioe of justice will finally prevail in the
Spanish Cortes. 1f she gaing her independ- |
snce, it can only be by a struggle in whivh the
bonds of slavery will be destroyed. It is pro- |
bable that at the outset of the present move- |
mont her insurrectionary leaders Loped to
gain & sudden trinmph whils the attention of
Spanish insurrectionary chiefs was absorbed
by their home labore, but faillog in this, they
oannot now throw off the Spanish yoke with-
out giving a fatal shock to the system of ser-
vitude they have helped to tastem upon the |

Boarox Norioxs.—The recent annual mes-

The
Public Library is the greatest glory of the
Hub, and the Mayor annouuces, with a glow
of pride, that *‘it now contains one hundred
and forty-five thousand volumes, leaving be-
hind it all other librariea in the United States
exoept the library of Congress, which ia in
itself & congeries of other libraries recently
massad together.”” He also states that the
ciroulation of its books and the attendance at
its reading-rooms are constantly increasing.
The publio baths are open during four months
of the year, and in 1868 they were used
842,617 times; and this statistical statement
seemsé t0 justify the concluosion that they
“have bad a most benelivial effect npon the
general health of the population, besides
proving & great means of promoting clesnli-
neas.'" Two schools are sel apart for licensed
minors, whioh they are compelled to attend
two hours during each school day thronghout
the year, and the Mayor auvounces that their

The gap between
the absolutely neosssary expenditures of the
Government and its possible gold revenns is
